If this can heppen amongst 
people with a common lan- 
guage and culture, it is easy 
to imagine the difficulties in 
our own country. There is a 
Classic tale of a health edu- 
cator trying to teach a Fe 
menite community about gar- 
bage disposal and the dan- 
gers of flies. After his lecture 
came a film and then question 
time. One old patriarch 
thanked the speaker politely 
and said that he con under 
stand the danger in America. 
The files they had seen on 
the ecreen Were enormous: 
those in the village were very 
small, just or@inmary flies and 
thus not a problem at all! In 
one survey of sanitary atti- 
tudes it was found that flies 
were ignored in an Arab vil- 
lage decause of ignorance. In 
the nearby kibbutz they were 
ignored because to deal with 
them required recognition of 
the fact that the garbage dis- 
posal was unsatisfactory and 
thus, indirectly. involved cri- 
ticiem of the kibbuts! 

A recent survey of the ef-
